From Washington 
SENATOR WILLIAM COHEN 

Recently, I testified before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee concerning the United States— 
Canadian East Coast. Fishery Re- 
sources Aigreement and its ad- 
junct, the Maritime Bounday Set- 
tlement Treaty. 

Last. spring, after nearly 18 
months of negotiation, Secretary 
of State Vance signed, and Presi- 
dent Carter submitted to the Sen- 
ate the two documents which make 
up the agreement. Their develop- 
ment can be traced to 1970 when 
American and Canadian officials 
met to discuss a continental shelf 
bounday which would determine 
jurisdiction over the seabed for 
oil and gas exploration. 

When the United States enacted 
its 200-mile limit, and the Cana- 
dians followed suit later in 1976, 
the boundary had still not been 
agreed to. Had the two countries 
not agreed temporarily to permit 
fishermen of each country into 
waters of the other, traditional 
fishing patterns would have been 
disrupted. The interim agreement 
remained intact until June, 1978, 
when the Canadians, apparently in 
an effort to force progress in 
boundary negotiations, barred Am- 
erican vessels from Canadian wa- 
ters. The United States responded 
by barring Canadian vessels from 
undisputed American waters, This 
is where the situation remains to- 
day. 

The controversy centers around 
the conservation and management 
agreement signed by Secretary 
Vance. The three major features 
of the agreement are: 

1. A new joint commission 
equally divided among American 
and Canadian members, which 
would manage the North Atlantic 
species of mutual interest, . 

2, ‘Stipulation of how fish stocks 
are to be managed: By the com- 
mission, by one nation in accor- 
dance to a plan approved by both, 
or by one nation in aceordance to 
its own domestic management 
policies, 

3, Allocation to Ameriean and 
Canadian fishermen of the iper- 
centage of each covered stock 
which may be harvested, and the 
areas in the Gulf of Maine and 
the North Atlantic where the fish 
may be taken. 

From the time thig treaty was 


submitted to the Senate, I have 


emphasized that my decision of 


approval or disapproval would be 
based on how the provisions ben- 
efit Maine fishermen, After ex- 
amining the evidence offered by 
the Administration and congres- 
Sional studies, which I requested, !

I cannot support this treaty as it 
is presently written. 

I have four serious objections: 


1. The allocation of mianage- 
ment authority for ground fish is 
inequitable to the fishermen of 
Maine. While the Canadian gov- 
ernment is given the right to 
participate in the management of 
fish in undisputed American wa: 
ters, the United States received no 
reciprocal management authority 
of Canadian waters. 


2. Such a stringent manage- 
ment agreement is unnecessary at 
this time. There is no evidence to 
suggest, as the negotiators con- 
cluded, that fishermen, «without 
an agreement, will dangerously 
deplete the fish stocks on which 
their livelihoods depend. 

3. Many of the specific alloca- 
tions for species place our domes- 
tic fishing industry at a disadvan- 
tage with regard to the Canadian 
industry, 

4. Primary management re- 
sponsibilities, in effect, are trans- 
ferred from the New England 
Fisheries Management Council to 
the new joint commission. This 
eliminates the fishermen’s right 
to participate meaningfully in the 
Management of the species most 
important to the New England 


industry. 


Canadian acceptance of revisions 
is clearly required if it is to be 
acceptable to our domestic fish- 
ermen,

OBSERVATION OF BOTH 
NEEDED ©OR AUTO/BICYCLE 
HIGHWAY SAFETY 

Increased mot cist alertness and 
observation are needed to help pre- 
vent accidents with bicyclists. 

“Driver scanning patterns pri- 
marily include moving vehicles, 
but frequently overlook bicyclists, 
resulting in tragedy,” said Colonel 
Allan H. Weeks, Chief of the 
Maine State Police. 

One way to not overlook bicy- 
clists, said Col. Weeks, is for mo- 
torists to remain alert for bike 
riders and respect their right to 
the road. 

Erratic and illegal maneuvers 
-by bicyclists in unexpected places 
create hazardous situations—such 
as exiting from driveways or side- 
walks on to public roads and fail- 
ing to stop or yield at controlled 
intersections, 

According to Weeks, “There is 
ho better time than now to re- 
mind citizens that bicycle safety is 
everyone's job—especially as more 
people take to the road for fun, 
physical fitness, energy conserva- 
tion and transportation,” 

The state police advised in ad- 
dition to following the “rules of 
the road” that bicyclists should 
make sure: 

—Handlebars and seats should 
always be adjusted to fit the bike 
driver and then tightened. 

—Chains should always be kept 
lightly oiled, and brakes should 
always be checked before going 
out on the bicycle. 

—Tire treads should be checked 
to make sure there are no stones 
or glass bits lodged between 
them. 

According to the Maine State 
Police, the following are some of 
the “rules of the road” for bicy- 
Clists that also result in safer rid- 
ing. 

1—Signal for turns and stops; 
and, obey all traffic signs, signals

5—Drive with traffic in single 
file—closa to the right-hand side 
of the roadway and watch for op- 
ening car doors, 
. 6—Equip bike with headlight to 
the front and red feflector to the 
rear—both to be seen for a dis- 
tance of at least 200 feet; also a 
horn or a bell, 

7—Drive carefully, especially on 
wef or slippery roads. 

8—Keép safe following distance 
—never hitch onto other moving

Lf you or a member 
of your family is bitten by a pet 
which has been vaccinated, . you 
should still consult a doctor. He 
may advise that the animal be 
checked by a veterinarian and con- 
fined for 10 or more days to be 
sure that no rabies symptoms de- 
velop. 

If someone is bitten by a strange 
or a wild animal, it’s very im- 
portant to capture the animal, so 
that tests and laboratory analysis 
can be done to determine if it is 
rabid. Otherwise, the victim will 
automatically have to undergo the 
painful rabies prevention series. 
Some Other Important Safeguards 

—Report any strange-acting cats, 
dogs or wild animals to your vet- 
erinarian or local health officials, 

—Stray cats and dogs can he 
sourses of rabies and other in. 
fections. Report them to the pro- 
per agency so that they can be 
picked up, If you should decide 
to pick up the stray yourself, be 
sure to have the animal checked 
by a veterinarian immediately, be- 
fore you take it into your home. 

~—Impress on children that the 
should never touch or play with 
any strange animal.

The pyramid was about 300 feet 
high and as it was a very warm 
day, we found it a very hot climb, 
I can tell you. I took some pic- 
tures from the top part of the py- 
ramid showing some of the other 
parts of the excavations, as well as 
the Pyramid of the Moon which 
was at the other end of the street 
of the dead—so-called. As our 
tour was on a schedule we didn’t 
exploze as much as we would have 
liked, but we enjoyed every min- 
ute.

originally proposed in 1979, sub- 
ject to state approval, judging that 
the restrictions to be placed on the 
deeds to any lot sold in the sub- 
division would make slow develop- 
ment of the land likely, They ack- 
nowledged the difficult intersec. 
tion of Route 26 and the: Bailey 
Road, but anticipated that the prob- 
Jem might be addressed as and 
when development occurred. 


The new proposal, discussed last 
week, involves just less than 20 
acres in area, and so is not sub- 
ject to state review, Lots on both 
sides of the Bailey Road are in- 
cluded, seven in all. Restrictions 
will be attached to the deeds for 
each lot in the subdivision, pro- 
hhibiting use of the land for any 
development other than a single 
family dwelling, establishing set- 
backs from lot lines, and setting 
minimum sizes and standards for 
house construction, 


The Board voted to make the 
entire file on last year’s Dole 
Woods proposal a part of this new 
submission for subdivision approv- 
al. The Board then reviewed the 
new proposal according to the 
Standards for subdivision set forth 
an the newly-adopted subdivision 
regulations, Because of the present 
jack of proper forms for submit- 
ting applications for subdivision 
approval under the new regila- 
tions, the Board waived the formal 
Submission of an application. Oth- 
erwisé they reviewed the proposal 
and the plat plan to be satisfied 
that the subdivision as newly pro- 
posed meets the requirements both 
of the state subdivision law and of 
Jocal Bethel requirenients. They 
requested that the fact that deed 
restrictions are included in the 
proposal be added to the plan, and 
asked that evidence of the Oxford 
Land Company’s license to do 
business in Maine be submitted 
to the Board. Mr. Doiiglass said 
he would see to these matters, All 
members of the Planning Board in 
atiendancé, except Mr. Douglass, 
who abstained from voting, voted 
to approve the plan, and signed 
it.

THE WEEK IN WASHINGTON 
by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie 
Earth Day 1980 — Part 1 

April 22 is the 10th anniversary 
of the first Earth Day, which most 
people regard as the day the en- 
vironmental movement came of age 
in our society. 

On Earth Day 1970, we acknow- 
ledged as a country that the earth's 
resources are finite and its ability 
to absorb environmental abuse is 
limited. 

Since that day, we have written 
a substantial body of law dealing 
with environmental protection and 
natural resource management, laws 
ranging from the Clean Air and 
Clean Water Acts to the National 
Environmental Policy Act, nation- 
al park legislation and the Coastal 
Zone Management Act, “Environ- 
mentalism” has become firmly en- 
trenched in our consciousness, As 
a society we now take the time to 
ask serious questions we did not 
ask before. 

There thas been substantial pro- 
gress, 

Here in Maine our air has al- 
ways been relatively clean, But 
our water was used for centuries 
to provide power and to remove 
industrial wastes. By this century 
our rivérs had become open sew- 
ers, and the Androscoggin was on 
lists of the nation’s 10 dirtiest riv- 
ers. Now parts are swimmable 
again. More than 3,000 acres of 
clam flats, closed by human wastes, 
have reopened. A new study puts 
the economic value of that one ac- 
complishment at $4 million. 

But there is also a big job left 
to be done, from acid rain to 
chemical poisons, And as presstre 
has increased on our supplies of 
Oil and other natural resources, we 
have begun to ask more often 
Whether the very environmental 
goals we established in law are 
more costly than they might be, 

Some critics of the environmen. 
tal movement now say that it has 
reached a mid-life crisis and hag 
lost direction. 

_ I don't agree with that. It hasn't 
lost direction, but the environnien- 
tal movement is beginning to take
